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1* About 15 January 1953 a meeting of several unidentified Ecuadoran Communist 
leaders took plaoe in Guayaquil. The main objective of the meeting, according 
to Modesto RIVERA, well-known Ecuadoran Communist who is in charge of Commu- 
nist activities among the Indians, was to discuss ways of unifying workers 
affiliated with the pro-Communist Confederaolon de Trabaj adores del Ecuador 
(GTE) with agricultural workers, particularly those in the ooastal region. 

2, Aooording to RIVERA, the need for unification of urban and rural workers is 
particularly important at present, in view of reoeht political activities 
such as those of the Conoentraoion de Fuerzae Populares. (CFP), whioh, he said, 
have tended to confuse and separate the various types of workers. 


3» In connection with the forthcoming 0TAL Confersnos, whioh is scheduled to be 
held in Santiago,! RIVERA stated that this had not been disoussed at the 
meeting but that Eouador would undoubtedly be represented, although the 
delegates had not yet been aeleoted. He further stated that their aeleotion 
would be kept very seoret and that they would be sent individual^, as the 
Communists "have learned through experienoe that the government £ Ecuadoran? 
and the Yankees oan interfere in suoh trips!' . RIVERA stated that he thought 
that Eouador would be represented by five delegates, three from the ooaet and
